1* Ih the eis3ci3:r of 19^0^ the barracks installation of I4 large barracks buildings^ 1 
mss build aM several garages located on the ifest side of tLie road to Pm^ow 
(0 on the northeast edge of Belgard (0 ??/lI li3)i. occupied by a 

Soviet taxsk unit and a laotoriaed unito About 10 tanks at a tiine were frequently 
observed departing for practices o They were of raodim type and their tracks and 
susp^iaions consisted of large bogle wheels only^ It could not be determined 
whether they load revolving ti^ets© Their gun bairrels projected beymi the front 
and Blunted no imiszle brake o ^ho troops were Gqid-pped with numerous three^axle 
trucks© From 8 to 10 tanks mounted by aljout S soldiers each and about 12 trucks 
with soldiers \7era re peatedly observed prac ticing in tho area about 13 km east- 
northeast of Belgardo l I tlio saiae troops were also in the 


installation in December 19^0©
